Students at Tech who are interested 
in the nutritional value of food, 
preparation of proper menus, and 
the cooking and serving of meals, 
have a chance to further their educa- 
tion in this field by taking foods 
shop.

Many Tech girls go on to work in of- 
fices after they graduate. Certain 
skills are required for a good office. 

Typing is an essential. Four semes- 
ters of typing are offered here at 
Tech. In Typing I the basic skills are 
taught, such as where the keys are. 
Typing 2 goes into a little more de- 
tail of letter typing. Typing 3 and 4 
concentrate on increasing speed and 
accuracy, while working on more dif- 
ficult projects. 

Filing provides students with a basic 
knowledge of alphabetizing and fil- 
ing cards. Students work at their 
own speed. Students by doing this 
become familiar with different types 
of filing systems. The last few 
months are spent on business law. 
Here they learn about court and law 
procedures. 

Bookkeeping is also useful in a busy 
office. It is very important to be able 
to keep accurate accounts of the 
business. Bookkeeping is a two se- 
mester course. Students learn how to 
handle the company’s books, post 
transactions into journals and led- 
gers, and balance the books of the 
company.

Key Punch One Step Ahead In 
Growing Business World 


Tech students have an excellent op- 
portunity to explore the financial 
end of the business world. They be- 
gin by taking introductory classes 
such as Introduction to Business 
where they learn the basic business 
skills. 

Business Machines provides the stu- 
dent with the opportunity to solve 
daily business problems while learn- 
ing to use the various machines. The 
four basic machines are adding-list- 
ing, comptometer, rotary, and ten- 
key. All of these machines are avail- 
able in electric and manual. Business 
class may be taken up to four 
semesters. 


Tab Lab students learn how to oper- 
ate data processing machines to per- 
form necessary tasks. The jobs are 
designed to simulate situations 
found in an office or bank. They in- 
clude preparing invoices, address la- 
bels, processing checks and deposits 
slips. Many students outside Tech 
come here to study data processing 
in Tab Lab.

Introduction and limited exploration 
is the fields of practical vocations is 
provided in the four exploratory 
shops. Exploratory woods, metal, 
electric, and graphics are required 
for all freshman boys. Each shop is a 
nine-week two-hour block in time. 
Proper counseling in these shops en- 
ables the students to make a suitable 
choice of the field he wishes to follow 
in the coming years. 


Octhographic projection, archi- 
techural, drawing and other areas of 
drafting are explored in exploratory 
graphics. 

Exploratory metals gives students 
an insight into such shops as sheet 
metal, foundry, forge and welding. 
Use of machines and bench work are 
used in the completion of projects. 

Determing voltage, resistance, am- 


perage and wiring circuits are parts 
of the work in exploratory electric. 
Making generators, electric mag- 
nets, and transformers are also some 
of the projects. 

In exploratory woods care of tools is 
stressed. Saws, files, lathes, planes, 
and other equipment are used to 
complete projects. 
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In Exploratory Metals a Tech student is working 
on Octaleyne Welding. 







Print Shop Aids School Projects 


Printing offers a program designed 
to give students an insight into the 
field of printing and to help them 
gain experience in some of the fun- 
damental processes. The program 
provides basic training and instruc- 
tion in typography, letterpress, and 
offset press. 

Some of the training units devel- 
oped are straight composition and 
job composition. Printing students 
receive training on the platen press 
lock-up and quantity paper cutters. 
Another basic area explored is lay- 
out and design. After the completion 
of at least three semesters, some stu- 
dents are able to secure a good posi- 
tion in the printing field without any 
further training. 

Print shop also aids the school. It 
prints the Tech Times, sports pro- 
grams, tickets, posters and other 
needed literature.

The carpentry trade is a well-paying 
field that interests many boys. Car- 
pentry at Tech prepares many boys 
in this program to enter the car- 
pentry trade as an apprentice or 
other worker upon the completion of 
this program. It is usually a four to 
six semester course.

Carpentry is a shop that requires 
work in text books and with many 
different hand tools. The course be- 
comes more involved in the tech- 
niques used as the students further 
themselves into the semester. Other 
areas that are explored are the read- 
ing of prints, and the estimating 
and planning of many projects. 

Patternmaking is a shop that pro- 
vides a knowledge of the important 
features details that involve the 
making of patterns. 

It is a four to six semester shop 
which should be preceeded by me- 
chanical drawing and shop math. 
These classes are sometimes the only 
sources of information that the pat- 
ternmaker has. 

Patternmaking is essential to the 
works of many of the metal working 
trades and industries. Students en- 
joy working and planning their own 
patters.

Many students after the completion 
of a semester of mechanical drawing 
proceed to one of the various draft- 
ing courses. Technical and vocational 
drafting are available. Vocational 
drafting is a four to six semester 
shop. The boys in drafting develop 
their skills which will enable them to 
advance as a draftsman. 

The first two semesters of drafting 
are concerned with the basic core of 
the subject. Students learn the basic 
techniques shape, and size descrip- 
tion and other fundamentals. The 
second year goes into specializing. 

Ozalid prints of student tracing are 
evaluated and basic tests are regu- 
laryly given to determine the prog- 
ress of each student. All students 
completing the requirements of this 
course are able to begin their careers 
by being placed in the cooperation 
work program during their senior 
year.

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Welding— Basis For A Welding 
Apprenticeship

Vocational welding, is a four to six 
semester shop. It is offered to all 
sophomores, juniors, and seniors. 
During the first two semesters, stu- 
dents learn the fundamental oper- 
ations in welding such as basic and 
arc welding, and how to make fillet 
welds and built welds. In the re- 
maining semesters, students ad- 
vance to the specific operations in 
welding such as horizontal welding, 


and vertical welding, and overhead 
welding. 

Individual and group basis instruc- 
tion is used. Regular evaluation of 
their work is an important part of 
the course. Students who have com- 
pleted welding shop will have the 
necessary training as a basis for a 
welding apprenticeship or as a Certi- 
fied Welder. 
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One of the many objectives to meet 
in foundry and forge is to inform the 
students of employment and ad- 
vancement in the foundry industry. 

The first year is devoted to learning 
simple molding, brazing, pouring, 
and shop safety. Also taught in this 
year is simple iron work and drill 
press operations. The second years 
deal with advanced students learn 
ornamental iron work, casting de- 
sign, and special foundry design. 

Besides taking written tests and 
having demonstrations, on-the-job 
procedures are shown. There are nu- 
merous advantages in the steel- 
making business where this training 
can be applied.

This shop, a three to five semester 
course teaches basic electronics 
along with radio and communication 
problems. 

Vocational electronics is tied in 
quite closely with technical elec- 
tronics. It enables boys to prepare 
themselves in the engineering fields 
at the technical or unversity level. 


The electronic industry is contin- 
ually expanding, creating many job 
opportunities for students with elec- 
tronic knowledge. 

In home appliance shop the boys 
work on various appliances. They 
learn the rules of using different 
tools and the necessary skills of fix- 
ing home appliances. They fix wash- 
ing machines, toasters, and many 
other appliances used in the home.

Mechanics Trained at Tech 


Many boys at Tech have the desire to 
expand their knowledge about 
automobiles. 

Auto I is a two-semester shop which 
provides each student the opportu- 
nity to prepare himself with the nec- 
essary skills that will give him a 
chance at jobs dealing with small en- 
gines or service station repairs. The 
content of the course varies depend- 
ing on the semester. In the first se- 
mester engine theory is stressed. In 
the second semester auto engine 
service introduced. Instruction is 
done individually or on a group me- 
thod. Evaluation, a regular part of 
the course is done primarily for mo- 
tivation purposes. Auto II, a four se- 
mester shop, may only be taken af- 
ter the completion of Auto I. In the 
first year, things such as engine re- 
pair, differential repair, and general 
automotive tune-ups are taught. The 
second year furthers everything the 
student has learned. Advanced train- 
ing is taught at this time. The au- 
tomotive training in this course can 
be the basis for a future job as an au- 
tomobile mechanic, machine shop 
mechanic, and many other worth- 
while and interesting jobs.

Skills For Future Employment

Pipefitting is a four to six semester 
course which is available to any 
sophomore, junior, or senior boy. The 
objective of the course is to teach the 
student the skill and knowledge to 
enter one of the pipefitting trades 
upon graduation. 

During a student’s first year he 
learns the basics of beginning pipe 
work which includes use of hand 
tools, power tools, the different kinds 
of joints and measurements. The fi- 
nal year is spent learning hot water 
heating and ventilation. Upon grad- 
uation a student can go into either 
pipefitting apprenticeship, plumbing 
apprenticeship, air-conditioning and 
heating installation or one of many 
challenging fields. 
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Tech Offers Varity of Shops 




In machine shop, the beginning stu- 
dent learns how to use various me- 
chanical tools such as a lathe, a sha- 
per, a drill press, and power saw. 

The advanced students use more 
complicate machinery. They include 
a milling machine-both vertical and 
horizontal, grinders— surface and cy- 
lindrical, and shapers and a 
drillpress. 

The boys in this shop are evaluated 
regularly. 

Machine shop training can be used 
as a basis for a machinist appren- 
ticeship, machine technicians, me- 
chanical engineers, tool designers, 
jig and fixture mechanics, and many 
other related occupations. 

Sheet metal is a course offered to all 
10th, 11th or 12th grade boys. 


Basic fundamentals such as meas- 
urement, geometric construction, 
and bench work is taught in the first 
semester. Also taught in the first se- 
mester are parallel line, radial line, 
and triangulation developments. 

The second semester deals with the 
advancement of the basic fundamen- 
tals previously learned. After the 
completion of the first two semesters 
the students work on more complex 
assignments. 

Students are taught on an individual 
as well as a group basis. Audio-vis- 
uals, lectures, and demonstrations 
are used as aids for the students. Af- 
ter graduation, students who have 
studied sheet metal work have devel- 
oped skills that will help them when 
they make an application for em- 
ployment as an apprentice.
